San Antonio, April 2.—Unless Villa is 
definitely located within the next day 
or two, it is believed here that General 
Pershing will begin: a search of the 
mountai west and south of Guerrero.

Paris, April 2.—The Germans taunch- 
ed heavy attacks again today against 
the French positions bots to the west | 
of the Meuse. To the west 
the, attacks were repulsed, but to the 
east, in the neighborhood of Fort, Dou- | 
aumont, the assaulting forces were able 
to penetrate the Caillete wood, lying to 
the south. From the northern part: 
of the wood they were almost imme- | 
diately ejected by French counter at- 
tacks. f 

The official statement reads: 

“Between the Somme and the Oise

“West of the Meuse she Germans 
launched several powerful attacks on 
a corner of the Avocourt wood. All 
the assaults were repulsed by our bar- 
rier fire and the fire of our machine | 
guns. 

“To the east of the Meuse the ac- 
tion was very spirited throughout the 
day in the region of Douaumont. and 
Vaux. The Germans, after a bombard- 
ment of extreme violence with shells | 
of heavy calibre, directed four simul- 
taneous attacks with effectives of 
more than one division on our posi- 
tions between Fort Douaumont and the 
village of Vaux. Southeast of Fort 
Douaumont they penetrated Caillette 
wood, but our counter attacks, deliv- 
ered immediately, drove thém back in 
the northern part of the wood. South 
of Vaux our line runs along the im- 
mediate outskirts of the village, the 
last ruined houses of which we have 
e vacuted. 

“In the Woevre there has been inter- 
mittent artillery activity in the Bois 
Le Pretre, An aviatik, brought down 
by our special guns; fell within the 
German lines. 

“In the Vosges the fire of our bat- 
teries caused the explosion of a muni- 
tions depot east of Reich Ackerkopf, 
west of Muenster. 

“Last night a bombarding squadron 
dropped twenty-eight shells on the 
railway station at Etain and the biv- 
ouacs established in the outskirts of 
the village of Nantillois. The same 
night three of our aeroplanes dropped 
twenty-two shells, which caused nu- 
merous fires in the villages, at Azannes 
and Brisulles, on the Meuse. 

“Today (April 2) our aviators brought 
down three enemy machines on the ver- 
dun front. Two other German aero- 
planes were compelled to land precipi- 
tately in the same region. Finally, a 
Drachen was brought down in flames 
by one of our aeroplanes.”

SALOONS AND BREWERIES 


Under Its Provision No 
Man Is Allowed to Buy 
More Than One Gallon of 
Wine, Six Gallons of Beer 
or Two Quarts of Whisky 


in One Month. 


Just four weeks from today the 
new Georgia prohibition laws will go 
into effect, sounding the knell of the 
sale and manufacture of whisky, beer 


‘and wine in this state, and curtailing 


severely the amount of liquor which 
one may have shipped to him from out- 
side the state. 

These laws go into effect Monday, 
May 1. 
/ After that date it will be unlawful 


tor any saloon, locker club or brew- 


ery to operate in Georgia. 

After that date it will be unlawful 
for a person to have shipped to him 
from outside the state within a period 
of thirty consecutive days more than 
one gallon of wine, six gallons (48 
pints) of beer, or two quarts of whisky. 

It will also be unlawful for a person 
to have on hand at any one time more 
than the amounts of these intoxicants 
just mentioned. 

One Kind of Intoxicant. 

The law is construed to mean that a 
person can have shipped to him or 
have on hand but one of classifications 
of intoxicants as mentioned. 

In other words, he has his choice of 
one gallon of wine a month, six gal- 
lons of beer a month or two quarts 
of liquor a month, but cannot have all 
three or any two. 

The law throws about the shipping 
of liquors and intoxicants the severest 
restrictions, so that an evasion of the 
law will be extremely difficult. 

The new group of prohibition laws 
was enacted by the recent extraordi- 
nary session of the general assembly, 
end consist of the following different 
acts: 

The omnibus or basic prohibition 
law, which wipes out locker elubs and 


‘edloons and all other places and man- 


ners of sale or manufacture of intoxi- 
cants in Georgia. 

The law regulating the shipment of 
liquor into Georgia, 

The law prohibiting the publication 
of liquor advertisements in Georgia. 

The law repealing all near beer sa- 
loon and locker club licenses, 

The Basic Law. 

The basic law places the ban upon 
the sale or disposal in any manner 
of the following sorts of intoxicanting 
beverages, except in private residences 
in social intercourse: 


(1) Alcohol, alcoholic liquors, spirituous 
liquors, and all mixed liquors any part of 
which is spirituous, foreign or domestic 
spirits, or rectified or distilled spirits; ab- 
sinthe, whisky, brandy, 
vinous liquors and beverages; (3) all malit- 
ed, fermented or brewed liquors of any 
name or description, manufactured from 
mait wholly or in part, such as beer, lager 
beer, near beer, porter and ale and all 
brewed or fermented liquors and beverages 
in which maltose is a substantial ingredi- 
ent, whether alcoholic on not or whether in- 
toxicating or not; (4) and any drinks, 
liquors or beverages containing one-half of 
one per cent of alcohol or more, by volume 
at 60 degrees Fahrenheit; or any other 
liquids or liquors manufactured or sold, or 
otherwise disposed of, for beverage purposes 
containing said amount of one-half of one 

r cent of alcohol or more; (5) any intox- 
jeating bitters or beverages by whatever 
name called; (6) all liquors and beverages 


‘or drinks made in imitation of or intended 


as @ substitute for beer, ale, wine or whis- 
ky, or other alcoholic or spirituous, vi- 
nous or malt liquors, including those liquors 
and beverages commonly known and called 
near beer. 


In case of indictment if the beverage 
in question has the color, taste, odor 
and general appearance of a prohibited 
beverage, the burden is upon the de- 
fendant to show that it is not within 
the inhibition of this statute. 

| Cemmon Nuisances, 

Under the basic law the following 
kinds of establishments or places for 
keeping or disposing of intoxicants are 
to be abated as common nuisances: 


(1) Any rooms or structures used for the 
unlawful manufacture, sale, keeping for 
sale, or other unlawful disposition, of the 
liquors and beverages mentioned in this act,

The basic law takes elaborate pre- 
caution in the way of machinery to see 


that the objects for whigh it was cre- 


that the law is thoroughly effective in 
turning Georgia into a Sahara insofar 
as obtaining intoxicating beverages in 
this state are concerned. 

The relief offered to those who feel 
the need of an occasional “morning’s 
morning lies in the shipping bill. In 
this bill the restrictions placed upon 
the amount of intoxicants a person 
may receive or have on hand is pre- 
scribed in section 16, which reads as 
follows: : 

Sec. 16. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that it shall be unlawful 
for any person to receive, accept delivery 
of, possess or have in possession at one time, 
or within any period of thirty consecutive 
days, whether in one or more places, or 
whether in original packages, or otherwise, 
(1) more than one galion of vinous liquor, 
or (2) more than six gallons (48 pints) of 
malted liquors or fermented liquors, such 
as beer, lager beer, ale, porter, or other sim- 
llar fermented or intoxicating or spirituous 
liquors, either in bottles or other recepta- 
cles, or (3) more than two quarts of spirit- 
uous liquors or other intoxicating liquors, 
or other prohibited liquors beyond those 
named in subdivisions one and two above. 


How Liquor May be Secured. 

Such liquors must be consigned in 
the name of the person for. whose use 
they are intended. The law strictly 
forbids the use of fictitious names or 
the use of the name of another per- 
son. . 
The law also forbids carriers to 
make deliveries of liquor on Sundays 
and on any week day except between 
the hours of 7 o’cock in the morning 
and 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Regulations upon railroads, express 
companies and other carriers bringing 


liquor into Georgia apply also to pri- | longs

Many Requirements. 

Every railroad, express company, per- 
son or other carrier who delivers a 
shipment of liquor is required to file 
a report of such delivery with the or- 
dinary of the county in which the de- 
livery was made within three days aft- 
er the delivery, and the ordinary is re- 
quired to make this report a part of 
the file of his office which shall be 
open to public inspection. 

In addition to this, the carrier is re- 
quired also to keep a record of deliv- 
eries, together with the name of the 
consignee and the date of the deliv- 
ery, which record shall be open to the 
inspection of the officers of the law 
and of other duly authorized persons 
seeking information. 

It is a misdemeanor for any banker 
or banking institution to collect or in 
any manner handle a draft, ‘bill of ex- 
change or order to pay money to which 
is attached a bill of lading, order or 
receipt for liquor. 

The anti-advertising bill provides 
that no newspaper or other publica- 
tion published or circulated in Geor- 
gia shall print advertisements of in- 
toxicants, the sale of which is prohibit- 
ed in Georgia. ; 

The license-repeallng law simply re- 
peals the old license tax law for lock- 
er clubs, saloons and breweries.

Washington, April 2.—(Special.)— 
Georgia leads in lynching, but states 
which permit the sale of liquor lead 
in every other form, of crime, accord- 
ing to a bulletin circulated here by the 
temperance society of the Methodist 
church. 7 

Under a flaring headline Look at 
Georgia. She is dry and leads in lyneh- 
ing,’ say wets,” the bulletin makes a 
defense of ‘the state, although admit- 
ting the truth of the scathing arraign- 
ne as to lynching. Here is what it 
8 : 

“Georgia leads the country in lynch- 
ing, the National Wholesale Liquor 
Dealers’ association is screaming in 
horror. In Minneapolis they put up 


big posters, ‘Georgia is, a. prohibition. 


state. Do we want ta follow her in 
lawlessness?’ 

“It is quite true; Georgia leads in 
lynching. She-ought to be ashamed of 
herself. But Florida, a wet state, leads 
in homieides, with 38.2 to the 100,000 
of population. Nevada, a wet state, 
leads in robbery. Montana, a wet state, 
leads in burglary.” 

It then quotes figures said to have 


deen obtained from bulletins of the 


bureau of the census’ They show that 
Georgia is surpassed by many states 
in the recordseof larceny, fraud, for- 
Ore rape, immorality and drunken- 
ness. 

Lynching has small relation to the 
prohlbition question, insists the bul- 
letin, except that lynchings and the 
crimes that provoke it are often due to 
the consumption of liquor. 

“The problem of lynching must be 
solved by Georgia,” it continues, “just 
as Massachusetts must ‘solve’ Law- 
rence; the state of Ohio ‘solve’ Youngs- 
town and Illinois ‘solve’ Argo. 

“The presence of the ‘negro, 
hodgepodge constitution for which 
Georgia is not herself responsible, the 
absurd judicial system which Georgia 
shares with practically all of the wet 
states—all of these things and many 
more contribute to the perpetuation of 
the lynching evil.“

From that time on Andy King never 
lost a single effort he once began in 


the police board and council to increase’ 


the efficiency of the police department. 
Everything he hag touched has turned 
to success. 

He was again placed on the budget 
committee for the year 1914 and intro- 
duced a similar resolution to raise the 
salaries of the policemen another $7.50, 
making a first-year policeman receive 
$75 a month. This resolution was fa- 
vorably acted on and passed through 
council with only. one man voting 
against it. At the same time salaries 
of city firemen were increased. Po- 
licemen now receive $75 a month for 
first-year men; $80 for second-year 
men; $85 for third-year men, and $90 
after the end of the\third year. he 
result of this increase has been that 
a better class of men have applied for 
positions on the Atlanta police force, 
and its efficiency is thereby being in- 
creased. 

Again, when policemen were com- 
pelled to work twelve and fourteen 
hours a day 1 the Shrine conven- 
tion of 1914 to handle the immense 
throngs, Mr. King got passed through 
the police board and council a measure 
providing extra pa 
first time this had been done in the 
history of Atlanta. ‘Likewise, follow- 
ing the Georgia Harvest festival of 
last fall he secured two and one-half 
days’ extra vacation for the men for 
overtime during the festival. 

He has always been the friend of 
the policeman, and the result is that 99 
per cent are today backing him. -How- 
ever, he handles men rigidly, but not 
severely.

In the matter of securing efficient’ 
equipment for the police department 
Mr. King’s activities have exceeded ‘all 
other commissioners. He was respon- 
sible for the securing last year of five 
Ford automobiles for use by call off 
cers and detectives in the ferreting of 
crime, He secured much new equip- 
ment in the nature of new dillies, 
new patrol wakons, saddles and bridles 
for the mounted police force, and is 
now busily engaged in equiping all 
call officers stationed at fire stations 
with motorcycles on which to an- 
swer calls, since there are not enough 
automobiles to furnish these call offi- 
cers with cars. 

He was instrumental in getting ap- 
propriations from this yedr’s council 
to add ten new policemen to the force 
on May 1, 1916. He recently was in- 
strumental in having a probe of “soft 
‘jobs” around police barracks institut- 
ed, the result of which was that four 


officers were removed from easy jobs 
about the station house and put on ac- 
tive street duty, making an addition of 
sixteen new men for street duty this 
year when the ten new men are added 
on May 1. 

Through Andy King’s efforts Chief 
Mayo is now holding every patrolman 
responsible for crimes committed on his 
beat. Men are now being suspended 
for failure to discover a door to a store 
left unlocked or open. They are also 
being encouraged in their activities by 
recognition for meritorious deeds.

New York, April 2.—The first. of a 
series of examinations into the sanity | 
of Dr. Arthur Warren Waite, self-con- 
fessed slayer of his father-in-law, John 
E. Peck, of Grand Rapids, was made at 
(Bellevue hospital today by an alienist 
employed by the Waite family. After 
the examination the physician who has 
been attending Waite announced that 
his physical condition was such that he 
could not be. arraigned tomorrow to 
plead to the indictment charging him 
with murder in the. first degree, as 
had been proposed by District Attor- 
ney Swann. It probably will not be 
possible for: Waite to leave the hospi- 
tal before Wednesday. 

Walter R. Deuel, Waite’s attorney 
admitted that his client had ‘confessed 
to him that he intended to murder his 
wife in the. hope of thereby obtain- 
ing her share of the Peck fortune. Love | 
of money and the desire for luxury, the 
attorney said, were the motives for 
Waite's crime, The young dentist now 
is suffering from remorse, Mr. Deuel 
said, and constantly expresses regard 
for his wife as well as sorrow for the 
trouble he had brought upon her. 

‘ Waite, according#to Mr. Deuel, is anx- 
ious to atone for his crime as soon 
as possible and “looks forward eager- 
ly to death in the electric chair.” 

Assistant District Attorney Dooling 
said tonight the identity was known 
of the man who come into possession of 
the $1,200 which mysteriously disap- 
peared. from the $9,000 roll of bank 
bills that Waite declared he gave Eu- 
gene Oliver Kane, the embalmer, in an 
effort to induce him to testify that 
arsenic was used in embalming Peck's 
body. . 

Mr. Dooling also said that Mr. Swann 
‘believes he knows the identity of the 
person who sént to Percy Peck, son. 
of John E. Peck, the telegram signed 
„R. Adams,” which resulted in the de- 
laying of Peck’s funeral and the dis- 
covery that he had been a victim of 
poison.
